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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . The application has been amended as follows: 

In the Claims 
Cancel claims 1-12 and 21-71. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The title has been changed to "A Liquid Crystal Display having opening Patterns 
in the Pixel Electrode and the Common Electrode". 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears above. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee.

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Response to Amendment 

4. Applicant's arguments, see Amendment, filed 1 1/25/2003, with respect to Claims 
13 and 18 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The Final Rejection of 
08/27/2003 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 3-1 9 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A search of the prior art did not disclose a liquid crystal display comprising 
a combination of structural elements, more specifically: 

(a) A pixel electrode having a first opening pattern and a common 
electrode having a second opening pattern wherein the first opening pattern and 
the second opening pattern face each other and divide the pixel electrode into a 
plurality of sub-regions, the plurality of sub-regions comprising a first sub-region 
having two longest sides parallel to each other and extending in a first direction 
and a second sub-region having two longest sides parallel to each other and 
extending in a second direction different from the first direction. 

(b) A pixel electrode divided into a plurality of domains, and a first domain 
having two longest sides parallel to each other and extended in a first direction 
and a second domain having two longest sides parallel to each other and 
extended in a second direction different from the first direction. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
